The Mescow Trial. By A. d. Gummings.

= Mr. Cummings had known the Russian 
language, his book would be an exceed- 
ingly valuable contribution to the histor, 
of the Moscow trial. He was one of the two 
British journalists who were allowed to 
attend the proceedings, and was present 
from start to finish. Unfortunately, how- 
ever, he is completely ignorant of the 
language, and, saa he had the services 
of a competent interpreter, he cannot have 
been able to follow the course of the trial 
with any real insight into the minds either 
of the Russians or of the Englishmen who 
were concerned. Nevertheless, the book 
makes fascinating reading. Mr. Cummings 
does not hesitate to speak his mind, and 
his criticisms of Sir Esmdud Ovey, the 
British Ambassador, whose reports caused 
so mach excitement in these islands, is as 
sincene As it is outspoken. In,his view, 
far too much was made out oi the whole 
business of the accused engineers. - Mr. 
Cummings carefully avoids any expression 
of his personal views on the innocence or 
guilt of the British subjects who were 
accused of sabotage and kindred offences.

Mention is made that in the ordinary 
way the salmon shuns the light, but for 
successful reproduction waters rich in dis- 
solved oxygen, such as are found in the 
upper reaches of suitable . rivers, are 
essential.

wg the | A “a Wood. Edinburgh: Oliver 
OBERT HENRYSON, “‘sometime chief 
schoolmaster in Dunfermline,’’ 
flourished in the second half of the fif- 
teenth century. The first scholarly and 
comprehensive edition of his poems now 
appears in a volume which is an example 
of Scottish book production at its best. 

Henryson was no mean poet. In theme 

and manner he suggests Chaucer (whom 
he imitated) and the Shakespeare of 
“ Lucrece ' and ‘‘ Adonis.’’ His language 
is as easy to understand as that of 
Chaucer, as witness this penultimate 
Stanza from ‘The Testament of 
Cresseid ’’ :— 

“Sum said he maid ane Tomb of Merbell gray, 
And wrait hir name and superscriptionn, 
Aud laid it on hir grave quhair that sche lay, 
In goldin Letteris, containing this resseun :

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A Glastonbury Romance. By John Cowper

OTHING quite like Mr. Powys’s gigantic 
N novel has appeared hitherto. In sheer 

length it surpasses any English novel 
published in the last century. Its conception 
oo, is entirely new. There are a multitude of 
slots, a dramatis persone of almost Tolstoyan 
badh, and a maelstrom of spiritual currents 
and cross-currents in which the reader fears 
at times that he must inevitably be lost. Yet 
the huge book has surprising unity. The per- 
sons of the drama sort themselves out with 
unexpected clearness; the plots keep their 
identity, but become, as it were, facets of 
the grand theme, and one ar hg reahses 
the erganic unity of the whole plan. Yet, 
for all its massive and complicated architec- 
ture, '“ A Glastonbury Romance "’ does not 
quite succeed in holding the interest. It 1s 
too long and too digrtssive the attention 
aroused by the book's unquestionable power 
is daunted and wearied as the apparently 
endless succession of incidents, dreams, con- 
versations and reactions seems, however 
falsely, to bring matters no further.

BELFAST, Friday. 


E general impression that the trade 
Be look in the North is more hopeful 
than it has been for some time is con- 
firmed by the Chairman of the Provincia! 
Bank of Ireland in his speech at the half. 
yearly meeting. Agriculturists are look- 
ing forward to a steady improvement in 
prices when the new marketing scheme, 
adopted in co-operation with the British 
Marketing Board, comes completely into 
operation. It will require another six 
months for these schemes to take full 
effect, but at the end of that period 
farmers will know if the promises of 
better demand at remunerative prices will 
materialise. i 
There has been a decided improvement 
in recent months in the Jinen industry. 
Both the spinning mills and weavine 
factories have more work, and exporters 
are finding that in some of the overseas 
markets there has been a distinct revival 
in trade. If the Roosevelt campaign to 
increase purchasing power and employ~ 
ment sueeeeds, the limen trade should 
benefit further from the revival in its 
principal market. oS ee 
The prospects of the shipbuilding 1n- 
dustry also are brighter. ‘The volume cf 
work en hand “is not yet very large, but 
there is an air of expectancy in the 
industry that old tonnage may be replaced 
before long by new, modern vessels. The 
unemployed figures have fallen, but not 
to the same extent as in Great Britain, 
where the Unemployment Fund has ceased 
running into debt. In Northern Ireland 
the payments of unemployment benefit still 
the weekly contributions received, 


MARKETING SCHEMES. 


The introduction of the new marketing 
and quota scheines is proving of interest, 
not only to the farmers, but the public 
generally. A» rise in the price of agri- 
cultural preduce will not only benefit the 
farmers, but also the trading community. 
Qn the other hand, the working classes, 
who have been enjoying a period of ex- 
ceptionally low | “AE of all essential com- 

including bread, will have to 
pay slightly more, and with rising prices 
there may be demands for increased wages. 
An increase in prices. and purchasing 
power will tend to lead the way back to 
prosperity. 

Details have been published of the new 
pig marketing scheme. It does not apply 
to pigs sold for fresh meat, but only to 
those sold “for curing or sold to the 
Marketing Board for export. This Board 
will eventually be elected by the registered 
pig producers, and will have general 
supervision of pig production and market- 
ing. One object of the scheme is to 
secure stabilisation of prices with a fixed 
minimum, price that will cover at least 
cost of production. . The plan is to develop 
and extend the pig industry, and this will 
be secured by an arrangement of quotas. 

As production in Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland increases so wil] the im- 
ports from the Dominions and foreign 
countries to the British market diminish. 
For the first four months of the scheme 
the quota will be fixed at 10 per cent. 
more than the regular production, and the 
same increase in the next two periods of 
four months, so that at the end of the 
year the quota will be 30 per cent. higher 
than present production, with a propor- 
tional reduction in the amount imported. 


MEAT PRICES. 


While Northern farmers are hopeful of 
securing considerable advantage from the 
pig marketing scheme and the tato 
quota, they are not satisfied with the 
results so far attained by the Ottawa agree- 
ment in regard to meat exports to Great 
Britain and the prices obtainable. At 
Ottawa an agreement was reached to limit 
the importation of chilled meat to Great 
Britain from the Dominions and the Argen- 
tine, but it has been found by experience 
that the amount iniported has greatly 
exceeded the quantity agreed upon during 
the past six months, with the result that 
there has been a slump in cattle prices. 

The British Minister of Agriculture 
has pointed out that, notwithstanding this 
excess importation, the quota arrangement 
will be observed, and the quantity im- 

rted for the next six months will show a 

ig reduction. It will be interesting to see 
how far this promise can be fulfilled. It is 
the view of many Northern farmers that 
the quantity had been deliberately exceeded 
in the first half of the year so that a 
shortage might arise during the winter 
months, and a demand would then arise 
for a relaxation of the quota arrangement. 
Should the quota figure be strictly 
observed, it is expected that there will be 
a striking increase in cattle prices before 
the end of the year. Northern farmers also 
are endeavouring to secure an increase in 
butter and egg prices in co-operation with 
the Scottish farmers’ organisations. 


MOTORING DANGER, 


The regrettable death of a young man 
in a burning motor van after a collision 
draws attention to the necessity for greater 
precautions against fire on motor 
vehicles. A correspondent in the Press 
makes the useful s tion that a small 
“ fireman’s axe’? should 
every motor vehicle, and in the case of a 
collision it might be possible for one of the 
parties involved to render assistance to 
the other who might be trapped in a burn- 
ing car or van and unable to move, either 
owing to injuries or a door being jammed. 
Another useful suggestion was that each 
car should carry a small fire extinguishing 
appliance. These are now available in a 


variety of patterns and are of such small 


size that they take up little room in a 
motor car. Se |

When £5,000 per week is paid in out- 
door relief there is bound to be a number 
of cases of fraudulently obtaining assist- 
ance, and the cost of prosecutions would 
be much more than the sum involved. 
This is a small technical amendment of 
the Act which might well be put upon the 
Statute Book im the autumn session of the 
Northern Parliament, 


SIR RICHARD LIVINGSTONE, 


The appointment of Sir Richard Living- 
stone, Vice-Chancellor of Queen’s Uni- 
versity, to the position of President of 
Corpus Christi College, Oxford, will be a 
distinct loss to Queen’s University and a 
notable gain for Oxford, The host of 
friends he has made in the North of Ire- 
land since his appointment as Vice-Chan- 
cellor in 1923 regret his departure, but 
rejoice in the signal tribute which has 
been paid to him in a university with 
which he has been closely associated. 

Dr. Livingstone’s outstanding: achieve- 
ment in Belfast has been the extraordinary 
manner in Which he has identified the 
Queen's University with the public and 
civie life of the community. A university 
in an industrial city usually is something 
apart from the ordinary life of the people, 
but Sir Richard Livingstone has . dons 
much to impress upon. the citizens of Bel- 
fast and the people of the province gZener- 
ally that Queen's is their university, and 
that it will be exactly what they make it. 

The granting of ‘university scholarships 
and grants by the Belfast Corporation 
and the County Councils, the election of 
representatives of public bodies on the 
Senate, and the formation of the Un- 
versity Guild, all have helped to bring 
the University into closer association with 
the people. ; 

Although a classical scholar, with the 
full appreciation of the value of a classical 
education, Sir Richard Livingstone has 
not overlooked the other departments of 


university education, and has taken a deep ' 


interest in the work of all the faculties, 
and particularly the medical school, 
which is the fourth largest in Great 
Britain and Ireland. 


CONVICTION QUASHED. 


SEQUEL TO DUNDALK 
PROSECUTION. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 


_In the matter of the State at the prosecu- 
tion of David Joyce v. the District Justice 
in and for Dundalk Court Area, 

Mr. Art O’Connor (instructed by Messrs. 
O'Hare and O’ Hagan, Dundalk), on behalf of 
the prosecution, applied for an order that the 
conditional order of. certiorari, granted on 
14th July, 1933, be made absolute in defauit 


| of cause shown. 


David Joyce, of no fixed abode, was 
charged, at Dundalk on July 5, 1933, with 
having, as alleged, at Ballybinaby, Hack- 
ballscross, by fraud and false pretences, ob- 
tained the sum of £5 from Patrick Murphy 
by falsely pretending that he would make 
£21 in money with stuff he would purchase 
with the £5, and with having converted that 
money to his own use with intent to defraud. 

The grounds for having the order. of the 
District Justice quashed were:—That the 
order was made without and in excess of 
urisdiction ; that the order was bad because 
it did not disclose the facts which authorised 
the District Justice to exercise his juris- 
diction, and because it was uncertain in that 
the District Justice; having ordered a dis- 
miss, did in the same order improperly and 
irregularly, and contrary to natural justice, 
make a further order deeming the idemdion 
guilty, and, in pursuance of that finding, 

und him to enter bail, and, in default 
thereof, to be imprisoned; and that the find- 
ng of the District Justice deeming the 
defendant guilty was uncertain in that it did 
not declare which offence the defendant was 
guilty of. 

At the hearing of the case in Dundalk the 
Court dismissed the complaint, there not 
being corroboration of the evidence of Patrick 
Murphy, whom the Court deemed an 
accomplice, but the Court, deeming the de- 
fendant guilty, ordered him to enter into 
bau, himself in £50 and two sureties in £25 
each, or, in default, to be imprisoned in 
Mountjoy for two months. 

The Chief State Solicitor, who appeared for 
the District Justice, said that no cause would 
be shown. When it was realised that there 
was no answer, the defendant was released. 

Mr. Justice O'Byrne made absolute the 
conditional order of certiorari, 

No application was made for costs against 
the District Justice.

PEACE THROUGH EDUCATION. 


The World Federation of Educational 
Associations, whose President this year 
is Dr. Paul Monroe, head of the American 
College for Girls at Istanbul—or Con- 
stantinople, as_it used to be called when 
I went to school—is a highly interesting 
organisation. It was founded some eight 
or nine years ago in the United States, 
and its first conference was held in Edin- 
burgh in 1925. Since that time conferences 
have been held every second year at 
Toronto, Geneva and Denver (Colorado), 
and the fact that Dublin has been chosen 
for this year’s gathering constitutes a wel- 
come tribute to Irish hospitality. The 
original object of the Federation, which 
has been developed scientifically ever 
since, was to further the cause of the 
world’s peace by means of education. 
“Peace through Education’ is its 
slogan, and all its efforts are directed 
towards this end. The members of the 
Federation realise clearly that the wars 
of the past have been caused largely as a 
result of faulty education. 

Take the case of history alone. What 


presents its rising generations with an 
impartial and objective view of its own 
history? No nation ever will admit that 
it ever has been wrong, or even ill- 
advised. Few nations will give in that 
they ever lost a battle. Every English 
schoolboy may know that the Battle of 
Waterloo was won on the playing fields 
of Eton; but every German schoolboy 
knows equally well that the battle really 
was won by Marshal Bluecher—old 
Marshal. Vorwarts—while . Wellington 
merely was a pawn in the game; and 


| most French schoolboys will laugh at the 


idea that the battle was won by anybody, 
believing that the Allies’ victory was a 
regrettable slip on the part of Napoleon. 


DISTORTED VIEWS. 


The same sort of thing is found even 
to-day, while the roar of the guns in 
the Great War still resounds in our ears. 
I doubt if the battle of the Marne is 
mentioned in German text books, while 
Allied children know little or nothing 
about. Germany s many victories on the 
Western front. Every German insists that 
the High Sea Fleet won a hollow victory 
on the British Navy at Jutland—or 
Skagarrak, as the Germans call it—while 
British text books lay stress very natur- 
ally on the fact that, despite the British

School 
children are taught all about their national 
heroes. A German will know all about 
Barbarossa, but little about Aibrecht 
Direr; an English boy will tell you a 
great deal about the Black Prince and Sir 
Francis Drake, but if you question him 
about Roger Bacon he will be silent. The 
Irish could almost tell you what Red 
Hugh and Sarsfield had for breakfast ; 
they may have heard of Johannes Scotus 
Krigena in a vague sort of way, but how 
many could tell you the name of a single 
work by Berkeley ? 


WAR AND PEACE. 


It is the same all the world over. The 
arts of war are encouraged, while the arts 
of peace are left to the cultivation of a 
small minority, who generally are re- 
garded as ‘‘ cranks.’’ Education alone can 
get rid of this sorry condition of affairs. 
Reform must begin in the schools, and 
children must be taught from the very 
outset that war_is not the chief end of 
man ; otherwise the evils of international 
jealousies and hatreds will be perpetuated, 
and the children who are growing up 
throughout the world to-day will be used 
as cannon-fodder in another general out- 
burst. 

Our visitors, who will hold their first 
meeting in Dublin to-day, have come from 
all parts of the globe to tackle the 
problem of peace through education. The 
city hotels, whose capacity has been 
tested severely by the visit of the British 
Medical Association, are filling up rapidly 
again, and this time their guests will be 
a ged a crowd, Delegates have eed 
not only from the Boards of Education of 
asian’, Scotland and Wales, but also 
from the educational authorities of France, 
Belgium, Yugoslavia, Japan and Cuba, 
while there will be delegates also from 
Canada, New Zealand, South Africa, the 
United ‘States, Spain, China, Germany, 
India, Ceylon, Bulgaria, Egypt, Hawaii 
and several other foreign lands. 


THE .4.N.T.O. 


While they are in Ireland the visiting 
delegates will be the guests of the Irish 
National Teachers’ Organisation, which 
has been a full member of the World Fede- 
ration since its inception. Mr. T. J. 
O'Connell, General Secretary of the 
I.N.T.O., is one of the directors of the 
Federation, and during the last few weeks 
he has been one of the busiest men in 
Ireland. Everything possible has been 
done to make the Conference a striking 
success, and to send the delegates back to 
their own countries when it is all over 
fully satisfied with their stay in Dublin. 
The social side of the Conference, while 
possibly not so extensive as that of the 
British Medical Association’s visit, has 
not been neglected, and all sorts of in- 
teresting functions have been arranged for 
the delectation of our guests. 

On Monday evening, for example, there 
will be a national welcome to the delegates 
at the Mansion House, where they will be 
received by President de Valera on behalf 
of the Free State Government. A civic 
welcome also will be extended by Alderman 
Byrne, the popular Lord Mayor, and 
among those who also will greet the 
visitors will be Mr. Derrig, Free State 
Minister for Education; the Provost of 
Trinity College, the President of Univer- 
sity College, the Vice-Chancellor of 
Queen’s University, Belfast, and Mr. 
Cormac Breathnach, President of the Irish 
National Teachers’ Organisation. A par-

WOMEN DELEGATES. 


Two very interesting women will take 
part in the proceedings of the Conference. 
One is Mrs. Ruth Bryan Owen, who is 
the United States Minister to Denmark. 
She is the first woman who ever has been 


| ~ 4 eraeang as an Envoy Extraordinary and 


inister Plenipotentiary. She is a 
daughter of that great American, the 
late William Jennings Bryan, who played 
such a leading part in the life of the 
United States for many years. Mrs. 
Owen, I understand from dione who have 
met her in Washington and also in Copen- 
hagen, is a woman of much charm, as 
well as of uncommon ability. She will be 
particularly welcome in Ireland, a 
country in- which her, distinguished 
father always took a _ kindly in- 
terest. The other woman to whom I 
have referred is Madame Liard, a French- 
woman, who represents the French 
Minister of Education. The French are 
supposed to be a highly logical people; 
yet where women are concerned they are 
nothing of the sort. They still refuse to 
give women the parliamentary vote; but 
from the days of Joan of Arc women 
always have played a decisive part in 
French history, and the choice of Madame 
Liard as the official representative of the 
Ministry of Education shows excellent 
judgment. 


A VARIED PROGRAMME. 


The programme of the Conference is as 
varied as it is impressive. Irish students 
will be interested particularly in the dis- 
cussions on bi-lingualism, in view of the 
efforts that are being made in the Free 
State to revive the Irish language as a 
spoken tongue. The discussion will be 
started by Mr. W. J. Williams, Lecturer 
on Education in University College, 
Dublin, and he will be followed by 
speakers who will deal with bi-lingualism 
in Catalonia, Belgium and Wales. In 
these three countries children are taught 
to speak two languages from the very 
earliest days. Every Catalan can speak 
Spanish as well as his native language. 
Most Belgians know Flemish as well as 
French, and every Irish tourist who has 
assed through Holyhead knows that 

felshmen are at home in two languages. 

In certain parts of Central and Eastern 
Europe as many as three languages are 
spoken fluently by the inhabitants. When 
I was in Bratislava last year, I found that 
tram conductors, policemen, and the like, 
were equally fluent in German, Hun- 


garian and Slovak—which is a variant of 


Czech; and I am sure that the delegates 
from Yugoslavia will be able to make 
some interesting contributions to the dis- 
cussion on bi-lingualism. There is no 
doubt at all that the knowledge of more 
than one language tends to quicken the 
wits, and also to rid the speaker of paro- 
chial prejudices. But it is essential that 
the child should become accustomed to 
both tongues from the beginning. Lan- 
guages that are learned late in life never 
are the same as those which the child has 
been taught at its mother’s knee; but it 
is seldom that children have the necessary 
opportunities. I know several little 
German children in Dublin to whom Eng- 
lish and German come equally readily. 
There are Czech children in Carlow who 
speak notonly Czech and English, but even 
have a smatteri of Irish, and every 
Italian child who is born abroad is taught 
the language of his adopted, as well as 
that of his mother, country,

This conception 
of poliomyelitis might explain much that had 
been obscure in the response of the disease 
to serum administration, and it might pro- 
vide a clue as to the lines upon which the 
question of treatment might have te be ap 
proa hed, 


EARLY MEDICAL 
MISSIONARIES 


SENT FROM IRELAND IN 
SIXTH CENTURY. 


—— 


The section on the “ History of Medicine ' 
rrovided matter of general interest at Trinity 
College yesterday morhing. : 

Dr. T. P. C. Kirkpatrick, President of the 
section, said that as in other countries there 
had in Ireland been a god of medicine, who 
flourished about 1200 B.C. By the beginning 
of the Anglo-Norman era, medicine in Ireland 
was probably as far advanced as in Greece 
or elsewhere. The duties and obl ations of 
the '“Jeech ” were set out and codified, and 
protection was afforded to “lawful 
physicians.” Ireland's early scholars. of 
medicine were probably the apprentices of 
the world’s well-known physicians. Then, 
from the sixth century onwards, Ireland was 
: nding out a stream of missionaries, of whom 
inany were medical. On the advent of the 
Anglo-Norman period, rapid advances fol- 
lowed the learning of Latin, and national 
schools of medicine were established... Later 
the practice became hereditary, and was con- 
fined in great families of physicians, A great 
number of pre-sixteenth-centu 


course,,.when treatment was planned, material 
and equipment must be considered besides 
individual skill. Limitations in this direction 
often made jt impossible to use an ideal 
technique. 

‘‘ Implantation,’’ proceeded Dr. Chance, “ is 
the method which most concerns the surgeon, 
and the rest of radiotherapy (estimated by 
Forssell as about 75 per cent. of its entire 
scope) is of minor interest to him. It is 
peculiarly fitting that this method should be 
discussed in Dublin. for it was here that im- 
pentatien originated. I refer to the work of 

rofessor Joly and the late Dr. Stevenson, 
who were the first to introduce a tube of 
emanation into a metal needle. This marked 
one of the greatest advances in the treatment 
of cancer, and from it all modern implanta- 
tion techniques have arisen. 

* Poor results are frequently reported from 
the use of a technique which has been highly 
successful in other hands. This is because the 
result of treatment does not depend so much 
on the technique itself as on the intelligence 
with which it is employed. Not only must 
the treatment of each case be properly 
planned, but it must be carefully carried 
through with due regard to the reaction of 
the indiviual patient. In practice this is only 
possible in a properly organised and. com- 
pletely equipped clinic directed by an experi- 
enced radiotherapist. 

“The demand for a special radiotherapeutic 
clinic may seem extravagant, but if one pic- 
tures a surgeon who has to operate on patients 
sent from other Fy aa Ó without having 
the opportunity of first making a diagnosis or 
of gen | up the result of his surgical treat- 
ment, one has some idea of the difficulties of 
the radiologist who does not work in a 
special department. 

“ Radiotherapeutic technique is no easier 
than that of surgery, and the results obtained 
by it and the harm it may do are only ap- 
ages after a considerable time. Therefore, 
ike any other specialist, the radiologist must 
follow up and study his cases. 

““ Each patient must be examined at regular 
and frequent intervals, not only for the good 
of the individual, but also so that the value of 
the treatment may be assessed. To do this, 
statistics must be carefully prepared and 
should be in such a form that they are not 
misleading and can be compared easily with 
those from other clinics, The following up 
of patients depends on careful internal 
organisation of the clinic, and close co-opera- 
tion between it, the patient himself, his 
doctor, the staff of other hospitals, and the 
State medical authorities.”’

CORRECT NUTRITION TO 
AVOID RICKETS.

Speaking in the Section of Diseases ci 
Children on the “' Significance of Vitamins in 


Practical Experierce,’’ Dr, Leslie J, Harris, 


D.Sc., Ph.D., said :— 

“Correct nutrition cannot be left to 
instinct, or to the use of ‘natmal unspoilt 
foods,’ or to a varied diet, or to a process 
of free selection. Recent official reports show 
that no Jess than 80 to 90 per tent. of the 
elementary school population in London gave 
evidence of having had some ‘degree of 
rickets, notwithstanding the 
severity of the disease as now met with. 

‘ Statistical data have been collected to 
show that under our climatic conditions 
rickets is almost ineyitable if “special 
prophylactic measures are not taken, no 
common foodstuff containing sufficiently large 
umounts of the anti-rickets vitamin. — Cod- 
liver oil has proved a sterling remedy in the 
vast, but has the disadvantage that it may 
impracticable to give enough to ensure 
full protecticn in every case. Experience 
shows that the most certain remedy is irra: 
diated ergosterol. From a practical stand- 
point, however, it is sometimes an advantage 
to use a food (for example, a proprietary 
dried milk preparation) in which the requisite 
quantity of irradiated ergusterol has already 
been incorporated by the manufacturers. 

“ Ultra-violet therapy has also giveh good 
results, but it presents practical di iculties in 
the admir’strative direction for ‘ wholesale’ 
prophylaxis. Experience is limited as yet with 
halibut-liver oil, which is richer than cod-liver 
oil in antirachitice vitamin, and with fish oils 
reinforced with extra vitamin, but these 
promise to be of value for the future, The 
claims for irradiated milk and ‘ yeast milk ’ 
are also discussed. 

‘‘ For curative treatment irradiated ergos- 
terol is undoubtedly the method of choice; 
it can easily be given at a sufficiently high 
and precisely standardised level, © When 
administering irradiated ergosterol, however, 
it is essential to adhere strictly to the correct 
dose, since overdosage gives rise to hyper- 
vitaminosis.’’.

tract. That had never, Dr. Schofield thought, 
heen a true definition, but it was one that 
died hard. It passed: from one novel to an- 
other and back again, Se beste 

Up to the fourteenth century the Charch 
and medicine had been, closely connected. 
That was as it should be; Our Lord had

stick to absolute silence better than most 
nen; but the atmosphere in this matter. is 
better in some sanatoriums than others. 
Every patient in whom I have diagnosed 
early tuberculosis of the larynx has been 
put om vocal rest at once; silence is parti- 
cularly beneficial to cases in which one cord 
is affected or where infiltration is not far 
advanced, limited to the arytenoid region. 
Tn chronic cases and where there is a pain- 
less tuberculoma silence is not of go much 
benefits as always to be worth while, though 
soine cases may be the better for it or for 
being kept on whispers. Silence may have 
to be maintained for six months, and the 
jarynx does not usually show much, if any, 
unprovement for the first two or three 
montns, but, then, if the treatment has been 
conscientiously carried out, improvement may 
be rapid. If there is no real improvement 
In six months some other method of tréat- 
ment must be considered. 

“In reviewing the multiplicity of remedies 
for tuberculosis of the larynx, the first prin- 
ciples upon which treatment is based should 
be kept clearly in mind. ‘Tuberculosis of the 
Jarynx is never primary, and its treatment 
must be founded upon the conception that it 
is always secondary to tuberculosis of the 
lung, It is the patient who must. be treated, 
and not the larynx and, on the whole (for 
exceptions have been known), any improve- 
ment in the larynx will progress with the im- 
provement in the lung. It is of little use 
to cure the larynx and have the patient die 
of his lung disease. Hence the extreme surg!- 
cal treatment of tuberculosis of the larynx, 
advocated by a former genération, has “been 
abandoned, and such methods of treatment as 
artificial pneumothorax and phrenic ayulsion 
are in the ascendant, ~The importance of pre- 
ventive measures must not be forgotten. 
Every patient suffering from pulmonary 
tuberculosis, or sus aa ta. be, should have 
the larynx sinaelsied regularly, as a routine.’’ 


SCHOOL MYOPIA. 


ge Sua to the Ophthalmology section on 
“The Control of Myopia in School Chil: 
dren,” Dr. Arnold Eois, assistant surt- 
geon, Royal Eye Hospital, quoted, Seggel 
as stating that ut Munich the incidence of 
wyopia decreased by 10 per cent, in the 
case of boys and by 30 per cent. in the cise 
of girls during twenty years. 

Jn a large group of children myopia makes 
its appearance in school life» generally at 
about the age of eleven, an? steadily pro- 
gresses for a few years. The implication 
that the school is responsible for this. pre 


cess is, however, an assumption of consider: , 


uble antiquity, for over 300 years ago Kepler 
first pointed out that short sight is more 
common among students and others who use 
their eyes excessively. 

All sorts of postures to be adopted when 
doing near work, and all sorts of appliances 
i) aid these postures, have been in fashion 
at. one time or another. .Subconjunctival 
mnjectionsof-salt sulutions of varying con- 
centration, dionine and adrenaline have ali 
been employed, whilst of recent years radium 
bas been brought forward as a means o! 
cure. 

“But,” proceeded Dr. 8orsby, it is 
mainly along the lines laid down by Her- 
maun Cohn in 1867, and subsequently, that 
attempts at controlling myopia have been 
‘arried out. Cohn and his successor saw 
myvpia as the result of too much close work, 
and they advocated hygienic measures to 
minimise the evils induced by excessive use 
cf the eyes. 

“Good illumination was needed in order 
tn’ avoid ‘unnecessdry close application, with 
if consequent excessive accommodation and 
convergence; furthermore, stooping ovcr 
work, which was held to produce congestion 
of the eyes and. raised intraocular tension, 
could also be thus obviated, especially if the 
light’ was suitably distributed ver specially. 
constructed desks and benches. At the same 
time, the advocates of these opinions stressed 
the necessity of genera] hygienic measures 

“Par too many problems press for solu 
tion before the theory that heredity is the 
basis of ail myopia can be accepted,’’ Dr. 
Sorsby concluded. ‘‘ For one: thing, it is 
of paramount importance to know. whether 
school mwopia really develops in an eye that 
has completed its normal development, ot 
whether it is an exaggerated and excessive 
final adjustment in the various components 
of refraction. In other words, when does 
the eve normally reach its full development? 

“The main mass of myopia is still eluding 
us, largely because our attention has been 
focussed on the abnormalities of refraction 
rather than on the normal development which 
precedes them. When we have learnt the 
physiology of the growing eye. we. may. be 
able ‘to look into the sean of time and say 
which will grow and which will not.’ For 
the present it is enough to realise that all 
theories of myopia have led to a blind alley.” 


“It should be remembered that there has 
always been an interplay between public 
health and the relief of poverty, and the rise 
during this century of social islation, in 
the form of insurance acts, special measures 
for maternity and child welfare, for control 
of tuberculosis, and so on, properly under- 
stood was a continuation and development. of 
this historical connexion. It was inevitable 
with this development that the balance 
should shift somewhat from prevention to 
treatment, and I am not sure that the 
emphasis has not shifted a little too far. 

“You are all familiar with the criticisms, 
now current, of individual services. It is 
said of the school medical service, for 
example, that too much of the work is merely 
the cataloguing of defects, It is said of our 
measures for controlling infection that, 
although much. has been achieved, the per- 
sisteace of the toll which the commoner infec- 
tions—diphtheria, scarlet fever, measles and 
whooping-cough—levy on child life is a re- 
proach, in view of our knowledge oí 
immunisation, nutrition and other protective 
and preventive measures. Of the child 
welfare service it is said that it tends to 
drift from its preventive purpose to the 
pleasant. exercise of not too discriminate 
philanthropy. i 

“We are conscious of failure in certain 
directions, and we are all anxious to discover 
the causes. Something is certainly due to 
defects of organisation, The British Medical 
Association stresses the defect due to the 
separation of the family practitioner from the 
pubiic health. services, If ok ag of 
disease and the promotion of healthy living 
are regarded as the fundamentdl aims of 
yolicy, some alteration will have to be made 
in the training of the family practitioner 
before the execution of policy could be 
handed over to him. ' 

“Tt is my own belief, and the belief of 
many others, that we cannot, and should 
not, expect to solve our problems of defective 
results or organisation uniil we have arrived 
ata definition of policy that would unify, so 
iar as is. possible, the whole range. of 
activities bearing on the health of the people, 
That is not a job solely, or even primarily, 
for medical men; but the medical man must 
make his contribution along with the 
biologist, sociologist, administrator, and the 
plain citizen, : i 

“The present is a time for stocktaking in 
medicine and in health policy, We have to 
discover our aims; we have to. assess the 
worth of our present activities and modify 
them where necessary, so that they may 
most fittingly achieve the ends of defined 
policy. From such a stocktaking there will 
come, I believe, not merely improved organisa- 
tion, but also: a new inspiration, which~ will 
carry us to achievements in public health 
greater than any we have known.”

ITS SIGNIFICANCE IN 
GOITRE. 


THE IODINE THEORY. 


“Wood and Goitre” was the title of an 
address delivered before the Section of 
Physiology and Biochemistry by Sir Robert 
McCarrison, ©.1-E., M.D., D.S8e., LI..D., 
F.R.C.P. His remarks were full of reter- 
ences to the thyroid gland, which, he said, 
was not an organ whose size was unalterably 
fixed. Tt was one designed to adapt itself 
to environmental conditions, 

He went on to sav that the factors in- 
fluencing the size of the thyroid gland were 
multiple and their interactions manifold. 
They included hereditary influences. indi- 
vidual idiosyncrasy, age, sex, sexual activity, 
psychic factors, season, locality, altitude, 
distance from the sea coast, sanitary condi- 
tion and diet. Of these dict was the most 
important. There were two aspects of the 
relation between food and the thyreid gland: 
the influence of the gland on the metabolism 
of food and the influence of food on the 
gland. : 

Food might imnose on the-gland a burden 
of work greater than it could bear without 
undergoing hypertrophy and _ subsequent 
strain fibrosis, or, because of the food's 
unproper constitution, te EE at 
cieney of the gland might hecome impaired. 
In these. circumstances retrograde changes 
might occur and the thyroid be Jess able to 
Withstand the attacks of toxic agents. This 
aspect of the genesis of goitre—the nutrition 
of the gland itself—was sometimes forgotten. 
Food and function, faulty food and faulty 
function, faulty function and disease—-those 
were sequences applicable as much to the 
thyroid as to the body as a whole. 


Right round the World —Across the 
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Across the Bering Sea—Across North America 
— Back fo New York — 15,600 miles in 7% days. 
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The next most important principle related 
to the balance of the diet; excesses in one 
direction or deficiencies in another. Of the 
excesses the chief were excess of fats, of 
lime, of iodine, and of certain unidentified 
substances. contained in some vegetable food- 
stuffs. An excess of animal protein (in the 
form of a fat-free meat residue) in an other- 
wise complete diet did not cause thyroid 
enlargement. Deficiency of. suitable protein 
was more likely to be associated with gottre 
than is its excess, especially if it were com: 
bined with vitamin deficiency. 

There was more in goitre production than 
iodine deficieney. No one who had closely 
studied the question would wish to deny 
the part played by iodine deficiency; but it 
was not the whole orchestra, as some would 
have them believe. Here he must enter a 
protest in regard to the laxity with which 
use was made of such phrases as *' 10dine- 
free diets,” ‘‘ removal of all iodine from the 
diet, etc. There was no such thing as an 
iodine-free diet, and the removal of all iodine 
from the diet was an achievement imcom- 
patible. with the existence of the diet as a 
source of sustenance. It surprised him also 
to read, as he did the other day in one of 
the leading medical journals, that “ all types 
of experimental goitre are preventable by 
iodine ”; that was net su. 

There was no incontrovertible evidence that 
iodine deficiency was, by itself, the cause of 
goitre.. Nevertheless, a low intake of iodine 
might, in certain conditions of diet and of 
hygiene, predispose to the occurrence of 
goitre, and má, even be a determining 
cause of its endemicity. 

Iodine was a stimulant of the thyroid 

land, both of its growth and of its meta. 

lism. lodine would prevent all goitres 
which were of the work-hypertrophy type; 
such, for instance, as those caused by in- 
sanitary condition, or by the excessive in- 
gestion of fats, or by the unidentified sub- 
stances contained in certain vegetable foods. 
[t would not prevent, and might even favour, 
the occurrence of goitres ansing in conse- 
quence of malnutrition and physiological 
inefficiency of the gland.

The claim arose out of the supply and fix- 
ing of chairs in the Grafton Picture House. 
Defendants traversed the claim: said that it, 
was satistied by payments made before the 
action was taken; that the goods supplied 
in connection with the seating accommodation 
in the Grafton Picture House were not in 
accordance with specification; that the work 
was negligent and careless and had to be re- 
executed, and that the defendants were act- 
ing for a disclosed principal and the action 
was not sustainable against the defendants. 
In another action the Grafton Picture 
House, Ltd., sued Messrs. Lindsay-Hickman 
for damages for alleged breach of contract

VALENTIA ISLAND, Friday. 


The people of Valentia rose early this 
morning to prepare for the arrival of 
General Balbo and his air fleet, which 
was expected to alight in the channel 
between the island and the mainland some 
time after midnight to-night. It was not 
until some hours later that the inhabitants 
learned that weather conditions over the 
Atlantic had become unfavourable over- 
night, and that the take-off from Shoal 
Harbour was postponed for this reason, 

This afternoon, however, the weather 
cleared rapidly, and Captain Orsimi in- 
formed me that he expected to have a 
message from Newfoundland some time to- 
night stating that the squadron has taken 
off on its journey to Ireland. 

In that case the arrival will be during 
daylight hours, and there will not be any 
necessity for the lighting arrangements 
which have been made. 

In case of an accident to any of the 
flying-boats in landing, a doctor of the 
Free State Army Medical Service has 
arrived on the island, and he will be on 
board a fast motor Jaunch in the channel, 
@eady to dash to the rescue of any air- 
craft that may meet with mishap. 


IN CASE OF FOG, 


As soon as it is known that the 
squadron is nearing the coast of Ireland, 
the Fenit lifeboat will put to sea in order 
to render assistance to any of the flying- 
boats which may be forced down short of 
its goal owing to lack of fuel. 

On the advice of Captain Thompson, of

HE formal recess of the World 

Economic Conference is regarded with 
far less interest by the financial com- 
munity in New York than the British 
Empire monetary and economic agree- 
ment.

In it the Joint Committee refer to ‘‘ the 
grave hardships which the staff have endured 
by reason of the severe reductions which 
they have suffered in the cost-of-living bonus 
since 1921—a reduction in some instances 
amounting almost to @0 per cent."’; and to

tion of the full bonus to basic wages ex- 
ceeding 35s., which has caused a shrinkage 
of the already inadequate pre-war salaries.’’ 

Further, the Joint Committee say ‘that 
the present weighting used in ascertaining 
the cost-of-living index figure does not fairly 
reflect the conditions of living of civil 
servants ; : 

‘That the Johnson Committee has ad- 
mfted that the percentage rise in rent is 
very much greater than that shown in the 
official returns, : 

‘“ That the exclusion of the calculation of 
alcoholic beverages has been responsible for 
the production of an official index figure lower 
than that which would have been justified if 
that generally used commodity had been 
taken into consideration in calculating the 
index figure to the same extent as expendi- 
ture on it is represented in the national 
expenditure, and 

“That there is need for a more detailed 
examination of the whole basis upon which 
the index figure is based and applied, if a 
scheme giving reasonable satisfaction to those 
affected by it is to be devised.”’ .

The Times to-day, in a leading article 
commenting on the approval by the House 
of Commons of the Milk Marketing 
scheme, says:—The action of the present 
House of Commons in exercising only a 
general supervision over much legislation, 
which would formerly have absorbed 
months of Parliamentary time, does not 
deserve the strictures passed upon it—in 
another context—by Mr. Maxton.

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THE BRITISH OUOTA 
_ SYSTEM. 


ENDEAVOUR TO MEET IT. 
By Over PoLITICAL CORRESPONDENT. 


OTH Houses of the Oireachtas talked 

liberally during the week of the 
economic ‘‘ war ” with Great Britain, The 
House of Commons also discussed it; but 
the net result, so far as the rumours of a 
possible resumption of negotiations are con- 
cerned, is that no progress has been made, 
and none is likely in the immediate future. 


THE QUOTA SYSTEM. 


While the Free State Government out- 
wardly maintains its attitude of indiffer- 
ence to the appeals persistently addressed 
to it urging a settlement of the dispute, 
so that the Free State might obtain as of 
right the privileges which should be hers 
by virtue of partnership in the Common- 
wealth of Nations, it is widely commented 
on that there is no hesitation in adopting 
other and less dignified methods of 
approach, 

As one Senator put it yesterday, ‘‘ The 
failure to take part in the Ottawa Con- 
ference is every day raising problems for 
the Government which could easily have 
been avoided.. The imminence of the 
British quota system is an illustration of 
this. Few people appear fully to under- 
stand what this means. Instead of an 
unrestricted flow of the Free State’s agri- 
cultural produce to the British markets, 
which could have been secured without 
any loss to our dignity, we are now 
endeavouring by humiliating methods to 
obtain a share of these markets with coun- 
tries like Denmark and the Argentine. 


REGULATION OF EXPORT. 


“The purpose of the Agricultural Pro- 
ducts (Regulatiow of Export) Bill, which 
brought out such extraordimary revela- 
tions in the Senate this week, is to 
endeavour to meet a crisis which 
is of the Government’s making. It 
was at first thought that this bill 
affected only pigs and pig products. 
Actually it affects every form of agri- 
cultural produce. More than that, it took 
powers to regulate the export of whiskey 
and stout. Senator Jameson’s speech on 
the bill brought about a situation which 
would have wrecked the bill had not the 
Minister for Agriculture recognised where 
his policy was heading. Even with the 
last-minute amendments it is still a highly 
dangerous measure.”’ 

The fact that the Free State is subject 
to the British quota, according to a well- 
known authority, puts this country in the 
position of accepting whatever concessions 
it may be offered in respect of a market 
which ought to be free and unr®stricted, 
and can be made so any day that the 
Government so desire. The restrictions in 
respect of pigs and pig products will take 
effect shortly, and Dr. Ryan, Minister for 
Agriculture, told the Senate that he 
expects butter, cheese, condensed milk, 
oatmeal and other items may come under 
the quota before Christmas, The cattle 
trade, as Senator Counihan pointed out, 
is a much greater industry than any of 
the others, and quota _restrictions in 
respect of it would be disastrous. 

A representative of the Free State De- 
partment of Agriculture is at present in 
London, presumably in an endeavour to 
obtain whatever concessions are possible.

IRISH OPEN GOLF 
CHAMPION. 


The Irish Open Golf Championship at 
the Malone Club, Belfast, was won yester- 
day by E. W. H. Kenyon (West Lancs) 
with a total of 286 for 72 holes.

288. The leading Irishman was J.

NEW POWERS TO COERCE 
RESISTING EMPLOYERS. 


From Revtsr’s CORRESPONDENT, 
WASHINGTON, Friday. 

President Roosevelt's prosperity drive in 
the shape of the new “‘ blanket’’ code is 
going forward most encouragingly. The 
Portland (Oregon) postmaster telegraphs 
that 150 agreements were signed before 
noon yesterday (the first day of the 
drive), and that employers were forming 
queues to sign the code. In San Francisco 
it is reported that 3,500 signatures have 
been affixed ; St.-Louis reports 193. 

Meanwhile, the National Industrial Re- 
covery Administration announces that the 
emergency “' blanket” code fixing hours 
and wages does not apply to railroad, 
agricultural or domestic workers. After 
the period for the voluntary adoption of 
the code ends on August 8th the President 
may order hearings for all districts which 
have not submitted their own proposals, 
and may fix hours and wages. 

Meanwhile Labour difficulties have 
arisen in several industries over the code,

THE PLOUGH. 
OPPOSITION THWARTS 
MINISTER.

ROGRESS was reported in the Dail 
yesterday on the committee stage of 
the Land Bill. Reduced to non-technical 
terminology, this means that there was 
little progress to report when the House 
rose, and that deputies will return from 
their constituencies next week to continue 
the mixture as before, 

It must have been a disappointment 
for Mr. Aiken that the Opposition are 
still ploughing their furrow through the 
jealously-guarded preserves of his tremen- 
dous bill, for he had made an effort when 
the House met to speed the plough by pro- 
posing that the committee stage should be 
concluded at that sitting. The Opposition 
declined to hurry. 

lt could not be suggested by the acting 
Minister for Lands and Fisheries that on 
this occasion all the talk that has kept the 
House confined to this single measure 
thronghout the week came from the 
Opposition side. Fianna Fail back- 
benchers have had as much to say about 
this bill as anybody; and the interesting 
feature of their emergence has been the 
revelation of a point of view that has been

NOISY NIGHT DRIVERS. 


The discussion was opened by Sir 
William de Courcy Wheeler, who said that, 
as doctors, they realised how serious ill- 
ness was mitigated and death defeated by 
having a means of rapid conveyance to the 
bedside, and a means of rapid transport 
of the patient to hospital. Compare a case 
of acute appendicitis far away from tlie 
city thirty years ago to the lot of a patient 
similarly stricken at the present time. It 
was the difference between life and death. 
With the means of swift and easy travel 
the distress signal from those acutely ill 
could be answered without delay. 

‘‘ Again, we must consider the cost in 
bodily wear and tear of rapid and prolonged 
travelling by motor,” said Sir William. 
“ There is fatigue, vibration, eye-strain ; 
there is the fear of accidents, the anxiety 
to try and keep within the bounds of the 
ceaseless additions to traffic regulations. It 
is axiomatic that no surgeon should drive 
his car any considerable distance if opera- 
tion is contemplated at the end of the 
journey, There is unescapable fatigue at a 
time when mental and bodily alertness is 
demanded. It is true that when actually 
driving the fatigue is masked by the vigil- 
ance required on the road, but there is a 
reaction revealed by an unsteady hand and 
tired eyes, followed by digestive disturb- 
ance and broken sleep. 


MOTORING OFFENCES. 


‘‘Tt is well to mention that 170,000 
persons were convicted in Britain for 
motoring offences in the year 19350, and to 
draw attention to the fact that the charge 
of drunkenness against drivers is often 
levied on evidence of the flimsiest kind. 
A whiskey and soda before starting, confu- 
sion and horror at the moment of a serious 
accident, are taken together and inter- 
preted by the guardians of the law as pre- 
sumptive evidence of intoxication. 


POISONOUS FUMES. 

“ Lastly,’’ said Sir William, “‘ I come to 
the most serious question of all. I refer 
to the generation and emission of poisonous 
gases. in the combustion of motor fuel. 
Here I think the motorist finds his most 
deadly and insidious enemy. Motorists, 
mechanics, and pedestrians alike share the 
peril. The damage to health has not been 
scientifically assessed, nor has it been con- 
sidered by the authorities with sufficient 
care. ‘The permeation of the atmosphere 
with these gases is accountable for an un- 
estimated annual rise in the death rate. 
Every year brings a list of fatalities from 
exposure in ill-ventilated garages. In the 
streets, the trucks and the "buses, starting 
and stopping and changing gear, pollute 
the air at the respiratory level. The occu- 
pants of a car coming behind are submitted 
to an atmosphere of poison gas which would 
be deadly but for the interval of ventilation 
as the traffic moves on. Let us take warn- 
ing that, although at the time we may not 
feel the ill effects, the fumes are cumulative 
in actian and predispose to pulmonary and 
other disease. Mild degress of poisoning 
are difficult to detect, but the responsibility 
for poor appetite, lack of colour and 
susceptibility to infection in many children 
must be laid at the door of prolonged in- 
halation of the products of motor fuel. 


MASKS IN SELF-DEFENCE. 

““ The blood of traffic policemen has been 
found to be charged with carbon monoxide 
at a high concentration—the blood of 


must be similarly polluted. Anoxemia 
and mild subjective symptoms are the im- 
mediate result. The smoke from factories 
is far less toxic than the fumes from 
motors ; it is carried away by chimneys of 
great height out of reach of the air we 
breathe. In the great cities the pedestrians 
and the motorists alike are exposed to a 
veritable gas attack which, if intensified, 
will require the wearing of masks in self- 
defence.” 

Dr, A. R. Parsons spoke of the nuisance 
of noise made by motorists at night. It 
might be that the nerves of those who lived 
in Dublin were.a little overstrung, but the 
noise of a motor cycle with an open silencer 
made them awake with thoughts of trouble. 
Then there was the motorist who stopped 
outside a house, and, instead of getting out 
of the car and ringing the door bell, he 
sounded his hooter, regardless of the feel- 
ings of those who might be trying to sleep 
in adjoining houses. 


FAVOURED THE OPEN CAR, 


Dr. Parsons said he was in favour of the 
open car, which now seemed im danger of 
being ousted by the saloon. When he 
motored he liked to have a free view of 
heaven. I¢ was monstrous, he said, that 
anyone should drive at more than fifty 
miles per hour. He suggested that motor 
cars should be so made that they could not 
exceed thirty miles per hour. He had 
been disappointed with Sir William 
Wheeler's remarks about drink. Even a 
small amount of alcohol had an injurious 
effect upon a motorist’s judgment. lt 
slowed his reactions and paralysed part of 
his brain, so that he took risks. 

Dr. H. Campbell, London, said bad 
driving was responsible for the high 
mortality of the roads. A man who killed 
a pedestrian always “got off''—in England 
at all events. If he had a homicidal ten- 
dency he could enjoy himself with a motor 
car without going to prison. There was a 
type of driver who drove on his brakes and 
horn. If after an accident he could tell 
the magistrate that he sounded the horn, it 
did not matter that he had not used his 
brain or his conscience. 


THE GROWTH OF 
ACCIDENTS. 
Lieutenant-Colonel J. A. A. Pickard, 
of the ' Safety First ’’ Association, gave 
the following statistics regarding street

184,006 
Resultant deaths, 1932 .......... sete 1 ORT 
Resultant 6, Nh SIR aks cihseces 206,450 
Highest total killed (1930) , 7,305 
he proportion of children killed had 
steadily diminished. In 1923 it was one- 
third ; now it was one-fifth. One-half the 
victims of road fatalities were pedestrians,

Most of the children killed were under 


6 years of age; most adult pedestrians 


were over 45. Children of school age (10 
to 15 years) were more immune than at 
any other period of life. Youthful 
motorists were the greatest sufferers. 

Human failure accounted for 85 per 
cent. of accidents; road or vehicle defects 
for comparatively few; thoughtlessness 
caused more accidents than ignorance; 
over-confidence more than inexperience. 

Some day the Government would awaken 
to the fact that it was better to spend £1 
to prevent an accident than £10 to cure 
the victim. No money could mend a 
broken heart. 


AIR IN SALOON CARS. 


Mr. Y. Zachery Cope, London, said it 
should be possible to decrease the amount 
of noise that prevented people sleeping 
at night. A little care would probably 
reduce it by half. Research was necessary 
in regard to exhaust fumes. The only 
statistics available were from the United 
States. 

There should also_be some research into 
the nature of air inside saloon cars. It 
would be of value to know the results in 
countries where tests were imposed before 
driving licences were issued. Such 
information should be available. 

Reaction time, he proceeded, was 
definitely lengthened by fatigue and by 
alcohol. Even small doses of alcohol had 
an effect upon judgment. The sympathy 
with those who were involved in aecidents 
and who had taken only a little alcohol 
was due to ignorance. Accidents were 
most numerous in congested cities, but 
fatal. accidents were only half what they 
were outside congested districts. That fact 
was at variance with the statement that 
congestion was the most fruitful cause of 
fatal accidents. He thought the same 
amount of investigation should be made 
into motor accidents as was made into 
railway accidents. ies 

Mr. J. Clarke, Dublin, said the motor 
car should make for longer life by taking 
people into the open air and producing a 
contented mind. Motoring set up a kind 
of balance in the -brain after a living 
mental strain. It took a man’s mind off 
his cares and troubles, and had the effect, 
provided it did not become an obsession, 
of assisting his capacity for work. 


BAD AND NOISY DRIVING, 


Mr. F. M. Summerfield, Dublin, said 
that scientists, if they applied themselves 
to the problem, might be able to discover 
some chemical which would have the effect 
of eliminating the poisonous element from 
exhaust gases. Speed in itself was not 
the cause of accidents. Accidents were 
not caused so much through bad driving 
by fast motorists as through rotten driving 
by slow motorists. There were people who 
would pass any driving test and who yet 
lacked something that was an essential 
of the finished motorist. With regard to 
noise, most ot' if was made by old cars. 
He wanted to refute the allegation that 
the average motorist was not careful. If 
he was not, the hospitals would be full 
of careless estrians. 

Dr. J. D. R. Monro, Muswell Hill. 
London, suggested that motor ambulances 
were driven far too quickly. It, seemed 
sbsurd for ambulances to be driven at 
50 miles per hour. He believed that motor. 
ing had a beneficial effect upon health. 
The small car had gone more than any- 
thing he knew for the health of nerve 
victims. | 

Another speaker expressed wonder that 
there were not more accidents in Ireland; 
for motorists took corners at high sneed 
on their wrong side of the road; cyclists 
did not use rear lights, and estrians 
wandered carelessly across roads. 

Sir William de Courcy Wheeler, in 
replying to the debate, pointed out that 
he did not advocate drivers having a 
whiskey and soda before setting out upon 
journeys.

LONDON IRREGULAR. 


BRITISH RAILS AGAIN 
STRONG.

The volume of business passing in the 
London Stock Markets yesterday was again on 
a rather restricted scale; yet anumber of firm 
features developed, and in certain instances 
the final guotations were substantially higher 
on the day. Dull spots were not lacking, 
however; ind--d, on balance the margin of 
movements was adverse to holders, though it 
was in only a few instances that the losses 
were of any great account. British Rails 
again provided the feature, the upward 
movement which developed on Thursday 
being accelerated by another very fe vourable 
railway statement. This was the L.N.E. 
and the First and Second Guaranteed Stocks 
are to receive their full interims, although 
the directors point out that this involves a 
transfer for the time being from the general 
reserve fund. The Great Western statement 
was regarded as disappointing, inasmuch as 
the directors have decided to pay an interim 
dividend of á per cent., against ; per cent. 
last year. Apart from Great Westerns, 
which receded, quotations closed on a firm 
note at the higher levels. 

British Funds opened on a firmer note, 
rather wider attention being directed to this 
department than of late.
